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Population 

In 1961 Eastern Ontario had a population of 782,531, more than 
two-thirds of which was located in three counties - Carleton, 45.1 per cent, 
Renfrew, 11.5 per cent and Frontenac, 11.2 per cent. In the ten years be- 
tween 1951 and 1961, the Region's population grew by 32.2 per cent compared 
with 35.6 per cent for the Province as a whole. Only one county, Carleton 
(45.7 per cent) exceeded the Provincial growth rate. Three counties, Glengarry, 
Dundas and Prescott, increased by less than ten per cent, 

Urban growth rates in Renfrew, Stormont and Russell were considerably 
higher than the Provincial rate of 46.4 per cent while in Carleton and Prescott 
they were just slightly above. Leeds, Grenville and Frontenac lagged somewhat 
behind the Province, but Dundas, Lanark and Glengarry showed increases of only 
between 8 and 18 per cent. 

Rural population increased at a slightly faster rate in the Region 
as a whole than in the Province, 8.3 and 6.0 per cent, respectively. In 
Frontenac and Grenville, however, it grew by 43.8 and 32.5 per cent. Stormont 
and Prescott, on the other hand, experienced actual declines in their rural 
population of 31.5 and 14.5 per cent, respectively. 

Although figures vary with expected immigration and inter-county mi- 
gration, projections of population indicate that Eastern Ontario will have a 
population in excess of 1.3 million by 1986. Carleton's population is expected 
to double and smaller but still significant increases are anticipated for 
Renfrew, Grenville and Frontenac. Stormont and Leeds are expected to grow 
slowly but Lanark, Prescott, Dundas and Glengarry will increase by only a very 


small amount or may even decline slightly. 


Labour Force 

By far the largest component of the labour force in Eastern Ontario 
is the Services Industry, 125,914 persons or 43.5 per cent of the total. More 
than half of those in this industry are engaged in public administration and 
defence. The presence of the Federal Government in Ottawa, of course, accounts 
for the unusually high proportion of people in this sector of the labour force, 
Manufacturing is the next largest component, 14.6 per cent of the total, fol- 


lowed by trade, 12.8 per cent and agriculture 8.7 per cent. These four industries 
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make up 80 per cent of the total labour force. 

Growth in the labour force of three industry groups was above the 
Regional average of 26.3 per cent - services, 52.2 per cent, finance, insurance 
and real estate, 51.0 per cent and trade 33.0 per cent. Construction, forestry 
and transportation, comminication and utilities were slightly below the average, 
while mining, agriculture and fishing and trapping axneriehved considerable de- 
clines - 20.3, 26.1 and 41.8 per cent, respectively. Manufacturing labour force 
remained practically unchanged in absolute terms although its relative importance 
declined - from 18.4 per cent of the Region's total labour force to 14.6 per cent. 

Between 1951 and 1961 the Regional labour force rose by 26.3 per cent 
compared with 27.0 per cent for the Province. The largest proportionate increase 
took place in Carleton, 38.9 per cent, followed by Grenville (30.6 per cent), 
Frontenac (22.7) and Leeds (21.0). Glengarry, Stormont, Prescott and Lanark 
experienced increases of less than ten per cent. 

The labour force of Carleton County makes up nearly one-half of the 
Regional total. Only trade, finance, insurance, real estate and services 
failed to exceed provincial rates of growth between 1951 and 1961. Construc- 
tion and transportation-communications-utilities, in particular represented 
large actual increases, 

Agricultural labour force declined in all counties and mining in all 
but Carleton, Grenville and Leeds. Manufacturing declined in Stormont, Lanark 


and Prescott. 


Education 

A major factor in any discussion of an area's present and future 
prosperity is the level of education received by its people. In the Eastern 
Ontario Region, 20.5 per cent of the population five years of age and over and 
not now attending school, have attended secondary school for three or four years, 
This compares favourably with the 18.9 per cent for the Prcvince as a whole. 
Carleton County stands out in this respect with 25.3 per cent of its people in 
this category. At the other end of the scale is Prescott County with only 9.3 
per cent of its population having three or four years secondary training. 

In the Region as a whole, 7.9 per cent of the population have attended 
university and 4.7 per cent have attained degrees. In the Province, 6,0 per 
cent have attended university and 3.3 per cent have attained degrees. The 
presence of four universities in the Region may have some bearing on this 


situation. Nearly 12 per cent of the population of Carleton County have some 
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university education and more than 7 per cent have degrees, 

On the other hand, it should be noted that 4.2 per cent of the Re- 
gion's population five years of age or over and not attending school, never 
attended school at all. This compares with 3.9 per cent of the population 
of the Province. In Lanark County, 9.6 per cent of the population were in 


this category. 


Income 

Although figures are available only for the time period 1957 to 
1963, data on labour income supplement labour force figures. Regional labour 
income, estimated at $942.5 million in 1963, increased more than that of the 
Province - 43.6 per cent compared to 38.7 per cent. This, however, largely 
reflected the position of Carleton within the Region, since in 1963 Carleton 
received $552.5 million or 58.6 per cent of the total. Stormont (1.9 per cent), 
Prescott (29.7 per cent), Leeds (31.9 per cent), Dundas (32.2 per cent), Renfrew 
(32.6 per cent) and Frontenac (34.8 per cent) compare unfavourably with the 
Provincial percentage increase of 38.7 per cent between 1957 and 1963, but 
Russell (99.4 per cent), Grenville (66.3 per cent), Lanark (54.5 per cent), 
Glengarry (53.7 per cent) and Carleton (53.2 per cent) were all above the 
Provincial rate. More current estimates of labour income are not yet available 
on a county basis. For the Region, however, labour income for 1964 is estimated 
at approximately $1,020 million, with an anticipated $1,100 million in 1965, 

In terms of extremes found among wage-earners, Eastern Ontario com- 
pared favourably with the Province since it had a higher percentage of its 
wage-earners with incomes of over $6,000 per year (11.2 per cent compared 
with Ontario's 10.4 per cent), and a smaller proportion with very low incomes, 
i.e. below $1,000 (11.8 per cent compared with Ontario's 12.3 per cent). 

Closer examination, however, revealed that this again reflects the influence 

of Carleton, which had 15.7 per cent of its wage-earners with more than $6,000 
per year, and only 9.3 per cent earning less than $1,000 per year. In con- 
trast, all the other counties had very small percentages of higher wage-ecarners, 
Russell (2.5 per cent), Glengarry (2.8 per cent) and Prescott (4.5 per cent), 

in particular failed to reach even half of the Provincial proportion. Similarly, 
only Frontenac (11.7 per cent) and Carleton had a smaller proportion who earn 
under $1,000 per year than the Province. Glengarry (24.1 per cent), Dundas 


(20.6 per cent) and Prescott (17.4 per cent) were noticeably high in this 


respect. 
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Carleton's influence was again dominant in the figures on average 
family incomes in 1961: the Eastern Ontario figure of $5,955 was higher than 
the Provincial average of $5, 868, but only Carleton, with an average family 
income of $6,879, exceeded the Provincial average. In particular, Glengarry 
($3,814), Russell ($4,246), and Dundas ($4,307) were very low; only Frontenac 


($5,681) even approached the Provincial average. 


Agriculture 
Area, Number and Size of Farms 

In the period between 1951 and 1961 the total farm area of the 
Province declined by 11.0 per cent while the reduction in the area of the 
farms of the Region was 12.1 per cent. The greatest proportionate decline 
took place in Frontenac County (23.7 per cent), followed by Stormont (17.3 
per cent). Glengarry remained virtually unchanged. 

Similarly, between 1951 and 1961, the rate of reduction of the 
number of farms in the Region was 21.7 per cent, which is somewhat higher 
than the comparable figure for the Province as a whole (19.1 per cent). 

Again the greatest decline occurred in Frontenac (28.5 per cent) and the 
smallest in Glengarry (13.8 per cent). 

The average size of the farms in the Region was 191 acres in 1961, 
compared with 170 acres ten years earlier, an increase of 12 per cent. Lanark, 
Renfrew, Frontenac and Leeds all average over 200 acres per farm. The Pro- 
vincial average is 153 acres. 

Field Crops and Livestock Production 

The growing period in Eastern Ontario is 120 to 130 days. The topog- 
raphy of a considerable portion of the Region is hilly or rolling. In the 
Winchester Clay Plain, which runs approximately through the centre of Eastern 
Ontario parallel to the St. Lawrence River, the soils are highly productive 
when drainage is established. 

The climate, soil and topography of the Region provide a suitable 
environment for both beef cattle raising and dairy farming and a major portion 
of the field crops grown in Eastern Ontario is used as fodder for the Region's 
livestock. In 1964, the combined area in hay and oats was 1,102,500 acres, 
90,6 per cent of the total area of field crops. 

Dairy farming is important in nearly all counties. Besides the pro- 


duction of fluid milk for urban markets, the manufacture of butter and cheddar 
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cheese are important sources of farm income. In 1964, the Region produced 
19.0 per cent of the creamery butter and 54.1 per cent of the cheddar cheese 
made in the Province. Dundas County, now the largest producer of creamery 
butter in the Region (5.9 million pounds in 1964), in 1951 was one of the 
smallest producers (178,000 pounds), Although production in the Region in 
1964 was eight per cent higher than in 1961, Russell, Leeds, Frontenac and 
Renfrew all experienced declines. Stormont is the most important cheese 
making county, 9.2 million pounds in 1961, followed by Russell and Prescott, 
each of which produced more than 8 million pounds. In all three production 
in 1964 was higher than in either 1961 or 1951. This was not so with the 
remaining counties. | 

Although beef production is scattered throughout the whole area, 
there is a greater concentration of this type of farming in the northwestern 
portion of the Region. Poultry and hog production are of secondary importance. 
Orchards 

Apart from a few apple orchards close to Ottawa, fruit growing - 
mostly apples - is confined to a long narrow belt running along the St. Lawrence 
River. In 1964 this area provided approximately 2 per cent of the apple pro- 
duction of the entire Province. 

Farm Capital 

It is generally accepted that the amount of capital required in 
farming is continuously rising. Whereas in 1951, the average capital invest- 
ment per acre of farm land in the Region was $81, it had increased to $117 
(oy 44.4 per cent) in 1961. The relevant figures for the Province were $122 
in 1951 and $201 in 1961 (an increase of 64.8 per cent). 

These figures indicate that the Region as a whole is lagging behind 
the Province eotti in terms of capital investment per acre and of the rate of 
increase of investment between 1951 and 1961. In Carleton County, however, 
capital investment per acre stood at $202k, almost double the 1951 figure. 

Value of Agricultural Products Sold 

In the year ending May 31, 1961, in Ontario as a whole the average value 
of sales per farm of agricultural products was $6,278. The comparable figure 
for the Region was considerably lower, only $3,787. Substantial divergences, 
however, occur within the Region - the farms of Carleton, for example, obtaining 


an average of $5, 704 from the sale of agricultural products and those in Renfrew 
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only $2,945. 

The sale of livestock and livestock products account for some 93 
per cent of the total value of all agricultural products sold. The com- 
parable figure for Ontario was 69 per cent. 

Low Income Farmers* 

In 1961, low income farmers accounted for 25.4 per cent of the 
total number of farmers of the Region compared with 16.0 for Ontario as 
a whole. In Renfrew County the percentage of low income farmers was 37.8 


and in Glengarry and Lanark 30.3 and 28.0 respectively. 


Mining 

The only major mining operation in Eastern Ontario is the mining 
of magnesium by Dominion Magnesium Limited at Haley Station near Renfrew. 
In 1964, the production of magnesium was estimated at 10,000 tons - the 
highest level in the Company's history. About three-quarters of the pro- 
duction was exported to Great Britain and Western Europe, Volkswagen being 
the largest single consumer of this metal, 

In the field of non-metallics, the value of mineral output in 
Eastern Ontario decreased from nearly half a million dollars to less than 
four thousand between 1953 and 1963, This decrease is due to the closing 
of graphite mines and quartz quarries, The value of structural material pro- 
duction, while considerably higher in 1963 than in 1953, decreased by about 
one million dollars in 1963 as compared with 1962, therecord year. Noticeable 
decreases in production occurred in sand and gravel, granite and limestone 


quarries, 


Manufacturing 


Manufacturing in Eastern Ontario in 1962, the most recent year for 
which statistics are available, continued to expand. The total value of 
shipments of goods produced in the Region was nine per cent higher than in 
1961 and stood at $741.5 million, Although the number of employees rose by 
only one per cent to 40,000, salaries and wages advanced by five per cent to 
$170 million. Manufacturing industries in Eastern Ontario accounted for nearly 
six per cent of Ontario's total in 1962, measured by the value of shipments. 

* Farmers having farms with a capital value less than $24,950, gross sales 


of agricultural products of less than $2,500 and off farm work less than 
one month per annum, 
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Four major industry groups account for more than half the Region's 
value of shipments, The foods and beverages industry increased by six per 
cent between 1961 and 1962 to $174 million, textile industries by nine per 
cent to $99.5 million, primary metal industries by 10.5 per cent to $72 mil- 
lion and paper and allied industries by nearly five per cent to $70 million. 

All counties, with the one exception of Glengarry, registered gains 
in value of goods shipped between 1961 and 1962. The largest percentage gain 
(18.3) occurred in Prescott one of the least important of manufacturing counties. 
Only Prescott showed a decline in shipments over the decade 1951 to 1961. 

The most important manufacturing county, measured by value of ship- 
ments, is Carleton. In 1962 its shipments stood at $186 million, one-quarter 
of the Regional total. This figure was nearly eight per cent higher than a 
year earlier. In the Province as a whole, value of shipments rose by 11.0 per 
cent in the same period. Production employees in Carleton rose by 2.5 per cent 
and their wages by seven per cent, while the total number of persons engaged 
in manufacturing remained unchanged and total payrolls rose by 5.5 per cent. 
The number of production employees in Ontario was 5.3 per cent higher in 1962 
than 1961, while wages were 9.7 per cent higher, total employees 3.8 per cent 
and total salaries and wages 7.7 per cent higher. 

Frontenac is the next largest manufacturing county with shipments 
of goods valued at $130.5 million in 1962, seven per cent higher than in 1961. 
Both production workers and total employees declined by about two per cent 
while wages remained unchanged and total payroll rose by one per cent, 

The two counties together account for 43 per cent of total value 
of shipments, 45 per cent of persons employed by manufacturing concerns and 


48 per cent of their salaries and wages. 


Shipping 

Volume of cargo handled at Eastern Ontario ports has declined sharply 
since 1958, the last year before the opening of the Seaway. In 1963, nearly 
2.0 million tons of cargo were handled in coastwise trade compared with 5.1 
million in 1958 and 0.4 million tons in foreign trade compared with 0.6 mil- 
lion. All ports have shared in the decline. 

Wheat is still the most important cargo handled, some 1.5 million 


tons in 1963, mostly through the port of Prescott. Fuel oil, corn and bituminous 


coal are the next most important cargoes. 
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Prescott, with 1.5 million tons of cargo loaded and unloaded, was 
the busiest port in the Region in 1963. Kingston was next with 0.6 million 


tons, followed by Cornwall, 0.2 million tons. 


Retail Trade 

Retail sales in the Eastern Ontario Region stood at $744 million 
or l2 per cent of the Provincial total in 1961. This represents a growth 
of 76 per cent over the decade between 1951 and 1961. All counties parti- 
cipated in this growth with Carleton and Frontenac leading the way both in 
absolute and percentage terms. 

Carleton County, with sales of $385 million in 1961, accounts for 
nearly 52 per cent of the Region's retail sales and Frontenac for about le 


per cent ($86.5 million).
